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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Citizens of Allenstown: 


In September, Mr. Frank D. Clement resigned as 
member of the school board on account of his removal 
from Allenstown, and we have left the vacancy to be filled 
by the voters of the School District. Mr. Clement was 
a member and secretary of the board for six years and 
his services were invaluable to the schools. 

Pembroke has joined our supervisory district this 
year. ‘The district composed of Penacook, Pembroke 
and Allenstown, elected Mr. George W. Sumner, Super- 
intendent, ata salary of $2,000a year. Allenstown pays 
one-sixth of his salary and receives a proportionate 
amount of his time. : 

During the year one of the chimneys on the Brick 
School House was badly damaged by lightning. ‘The 
other chimney was also found to be ina dangerous con- 
dition. We have had both rebuilt and the insurance 
company has paid its share of the expense. 

It will be necessary to raise $400 for high school tut- 
tions for the coming year. We also recommend that 
$150 be raised for books and supplies, $150 for repairs 
at the Rural School and $100 for reinsuring the Brick 
School House.

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NINTH ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Allenstown: 


With the exception of a part of the fall term in the 
grammar school, the past year, in progress, has been 
an entirely satisfactory successor to previous years. 
Teachers have been faithful and thoroughgoing and a 
higher average of work is being attained by the pupils 
as better organization has furnished better facilities for 
teaching. 

The employment of an assistant for the past three 
terms has accomplished results exceeding all expecta- 
tions. I have never seen the village school in better 
condition than at the close of the last school year, in 
June. The primary room, always difficult to classify 
because of pupils coming and going between this room 
and the parochial school, has become a carefully graded 
group of interested, working pupils. The grammar 
teacher was able to devote time saved by lessening the 
number of classes to the improvement of the quality of 
teaching and study. During the fall term just passed 
an assistant has been employed in the primary room 
with results similar to those of the past year. She was 
not used in the grammar room, and the schools became 
so small that she was dropped at the end of the term. 

An excellent teacher is employed at the rural school. 
Results secured there are as satisfactory as the some- 
what irregular attendance of several of the pupils will 
permit. 

At the last district meeting the truant officer’s salary 
was raised to one hundred dollars and soon after this 
Mr. Stokes was made truant officer for Pembroke also. 
Since that time the business man and the visitor in Sun- 
cook must have noted the absence of children from the 
streets during school hours. The per cent ofattendance 
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in the public schools during the past school year was 
nearly ninety-three, the highest it has been since the 
office of the superintendent of schools was established, 
and in the fall term just passed, it reached ninety-four. 

The instances of tardiness, which rose to one hundred 
five for the fall of 1911 have fallen to twenty-eight for the 
fall of 1912. Dismissals are becoming more and more 
infrequent. ‘The schools are approaching in efficiency 
the well-ordered workshop, where everyone is in his 
place regularly and promptly and is busily employed. 

This condition is the result of the painstaking effort 
of many teachers, and séveral superintendents and 
school board members, and the patience of not a few 
parents who have complied with somewhat rigid regula- 
tions before they were fully convinced that such strict- 
ness was entirely necessary. This work of many hands, 
the growth of years, might easily be destroyed over- 
night. 

Iregret that lack of funds made it seem impossible to 
retain supervisors of music and drawing in addition to 
an assistant teacher. Since, under conditions existing 
here, it is impossible to estimate what the size of the 
school will be for the coming year, it would seem wise 
to appropriate an amount of money sufficient to provide 
for music, drawing and an assistant teacher for the 
entire year, giving the school board the opportunity of 
employing an assistant whenever needed without re- 
trenchment along some other important lines. 

The district voted, at the last district meeting, to in- 
struct the school board to secure medical inspection in 
the schools. Blanks for a permanent record for each 
pupil have been printed and the work has been com- 
menced. ‘The two physicians of Ailenstown and the 
district nurse have taken part in this work. Itis prob- 
able that the inspection will be finished too late to 
secure a report to be included in the printed report of 
the district. I hope the inspectors can be induced to 
present an oral report at the district meeting. 
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Extensive repairs are needed at the rural school. 
Some plaster is loose, the walls need tinting, the wood- 
work needs painting, the roofleaks. Anopening should 
be made at the base of the chimney for cleaning out soot 
and dashes. ‘I'wo toilets should be provided in the out- 
building instead of one but no room can be spared from 
the woodshed for this purpose. 

I wish to recommend, then, | 

1. That sufficient money be raised to maintain pre- 
sent salaries with such increases as are necessary to 
retain present teachers. 

2. ‘That provision be also made for supervisors of 
music and drawing and for an extra teacher throughout 
the year (to be used or not according to need). 

3.. That the salary of the truant officer remain at 
one hundred dollars. 

4. Thata sum of money be raised for repairs suffi- 
cient to put the rural schoolhouse into good condition. 
5. That the school board report one hundred fifty 
dollars needed for text-books and supplies, asin previous 
years.
